th a t M srg aretta T roai was m urdered on the 
221 of F eb ru ary , 1882, by a gunshot wound, 
and th e only question i?, who fired th e fatal 
shot. 
H e said th a t at the tim e of th e m u r­ 
der ona L en tin i was charged w ith the crim e, 
an d he would 
tirat 
consider 
th a t.

th en viewed the entire testim ony touch­

L en tin i

p arty . 
H o w he, on the day of the m urder, on re­ 
tu rn in g from G alt ia an intoxicated condi­ 
tio n , in com pany w ith P ete C oir a lb , had 
■topped a t 
1 r o i s h u u je and engaged in a 
fight w h th e ls tb r . T roai and his w ifjth e n 
tn roatened L en tin i w ith an arrest an d prose­ 
cution. 
T h a t L o tio i’s flight, in his opinion, 
waa to e.-cspe being prosecuted for battery , 
an d th a t h i had no know ledge of the m u r­ 
der, 
T he flight of L en tin i and the charge of 
m urder by T roai is all there is against L en ­ 
tin i. 
I t is a well s.’ttled axiom of law th a t 
flight is evidence cf guilt, b u t never regarded 
of sufficient w eight to bring in a verdict of 
g u ilt upon exc p t by other corroborating ev­ 
idence.
